We have seen the opieion expressed, since 
the passage of the Nebraska bill, that it permite 
all white settlers to exercise the right of suffrage. 
This is incorrect. It only allows them to vote 
at the first election. After that, the Legislature 
aad Congress are to preseribe all qualifications 
for votiog aad holding office. 

One of the required qualifications of voters 
ia and Nebraska is an oath to support 
the Nebraska bill.
